Of this we had litely a 
eoltly example in the: Wars of Scotland,and after p.ci- 
ficattonwas concluded, it coſt this Kingdome not much 
Icfſe then a Million of pounds. And it two Armies be 
once On Foot here in England, either a ſudden encoun- 
ter muſt deſtroy one of them, or the keeping them both 
will deſtroy the'Kingdome. I hope the Parliament will 
endeavour by moderation,2nd calmeneſlſe,to pur a ſtay to 
our appraching miſeries, and hearken to the wiſe advice 
of our Brethren of Scotland, in their Mefſage to the 
King and Parliament, wherein they carnefily - entreat 
them, That all poſſible meanes may be forborne which 


may make the breach wider, and the wound deeper : and 


that no place be given-to the evill ſpirit of diviſion, 
which at ſuch time work unceflanely, and rcſterh not; 
But thar the faireſt, the moſt Chriftian and peaccable 
way of re-union may be taken by ſo wiſe a King, and 
Parliament, as may (againſt: malice and oppoſition) 
make his Majeſty more glorious, and His Kingdome
